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Sheep Are Economical 


Source of Fertilization

There is no subject of more real im- 


portance to {he citrus grower than that 
of providing an adequate supply of 
high-class manure f«r his grove. I plant- 
ed twenty acres to citrus some fourteen 
years ago, and after going through the 
usual vicissitudes of the grower in 
buying shavings, sand, barley straw, 
and any old thing with which to fer- 
tilize, and furnish humus for his orange 
land, I began a search for some satis- 
factory means of obtaining a regular 
supply of high-quality manure. 


Being a business man and having 


only general supervision of the orchard 
work, I. found the use of dairy cows 
not feasible, and for a time, seemingly, 
all stock was out 'of 
the question. 


About five years ago while on the 
ranch of a friend five miles north of 
Rialto I inquired where the manure 
being spread on the grove came from. 
I was informed that it came from 
Bishop. This meant that the old ma- 
nure, much of which had no doubt been 
in piles and corrals for years, was 
hauled to Bishop, loaded onto narrow- 
gauge cars, hauled thence to Olancha 
100 miles, then reloaded into standarc 
cars, shipped through Los Angeles am 
thence east to Rialto, in arl 350 miles 
without counting a five-mile haul by 
wagon to the grove.

areful shepherding, for five months in 
he year this gives nearly 100 head to 
jrovide room for.

HE name given by the ancient 


Goths and Saxons to the festival 


of the winter solstice was Jul, or 
Yule. 
The latter term Is still re- 


served by the Scotch. 


The burning of the Yule log, known 


by other names In continental Europe, 
was ail ancient Christinas ceremony 
descending from the Scandinavians, 
who at their feast of Jul used to 
kindle huge bonfires In honor of their 
god Thor. 
Similar bonfires were kin- 


dled In Europe and elsewhere at the 
summer solstice. 


The English ceremony of bringing 


in and burning the Yule log on Christ- 
mas eve, which still has its local sur 
vivals, was full of picturesque detail. 
The log was a massive piece of wood, 
frequently the rugged and grotesquely 
nmrked root of an oak. 


It was drawn in triumph from its 


resting place amid shouts and laugh- 
ter, every wayfarer dofting his hat 
us it passed. 
On its entrance into 


the baronial halls, the minstrels hailed 
it with song and music, or in the ab- 
sence of the minstrels each member 
of the family sat upon it in turn and 
sang a Yule song.

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Valley Is Torn By Political 


Strife Says Examiner Writer 


The following resume of the comic 


political warfare, now waging in the 
San Gabriel valley towns, as published 
in a recent issue of the Los Angeles Ex- 
aminer, will prove of interesting read- 
ing in the absence of a "funny" sec- 
tion: 


There is turmoil, with loud cries of 


impassioned conflict, in the San Gabriel 
valley. Recall elections, threats of in- 
junctions, appeals to the county board 
of supervisors, and steps to incorporate 
two new cities of the sixth class are 
high lights in immediate developments, 
with not half the story told. 


An election has been called for Feb- 


ruary 3 by the county supervisors to 
incorporate the territory between Co- 
vina and Baldwin Park, known as West 
Covina. 


Baldwin Park is in a bigger hurry, 


and petitioned the supervisors last Fri- 
day for permission to hold an election 
lor incorporation on Dec. 18, taking in 
about four square miles from Orange 
avenue west to the San Gabriel river. 


Whittier announces her intention to 


haul Covina into the courts if the super- 
visors permit the former city to carry 
out her sewage plans, which also are the 
direct cause of the uprising in both 
Baldwin Park and West Covina. 


And Covina is in the throes of civil 


war herself with the sewage question 
ostensibly the cause. A petition has 
been filed for a special election to recall 
four of the five members of the Covina 
city board of trustees. Another recall 
petition is in circulation to recall two 
officials who are on the opposite side, 
George Maxfield, the fifth trustee, and 
City Clerk Dailey S. Stafford, who is 
aligned with him. 


SEWAGE AT ISSUE 


Tho row began with the effort of four 


members of the Covnia board to solve 
the problem of sewage disposal. Years 
ago, ' Covina obtained a tract in the 
West Covina district, intending to util- 
ize it as a sewage farm. Lagging in 
rfs^vpurpose, the city planted walnut 
trees \which are now approaching the 
bearing ago. And West Covina alarms 
were stilled. The board which went 
into office last spring, however, took 
up the matter energetically. 


Whereupon West Coviua waited upon 


Covina merchants in a body with 
threats of boycott and also of incorpor- 
ation. The Covina officials then dropped 
this project, advertising the walnut 
grove for sale at $60,000. It was un- 
derstood that West Covina residents 
would buy the property. 


Meantime Covina quietly arranged to 


purchase, for $15,000, forty acres south- 
west of Baldwin Park, and back of a 
well-known hog ranch, figuring that in 
this location the sewer farm would not 
invite opposition. Anyhow, it was f ur- 
iher away. And Covina promised to put 
in a sewage reduction plant, the ef- 
fluent of which would be clear, odorless 
water. 
But Baldwin Park didn't see it that 


way. Baldwin Park descended upon 
Covina merchants in a body, repeating 
the unpleasant language of the West 
Covinaites. And to make it a cinch, 
Baldwin Park citizens decided to have 
a vote on incorporation11, taking in the 
new sewer farm site. 


Then West Covina had a second 


thought -about buying the walnut grove 
and decided that incorporation was just 
as cheap and perhaps easier. So Covina 
may be left with two sewer farms on 
her hands, and neither of them avail- 
able. 


WHITTIER ON GUARD 


Whittier has jumped into tho merry 


war because of apprehensions for the 
purity of her water supply. Tho new 
sewer farm site, southwest of Baldwin 
Park, is on the edge of the east branch 
of the San Gabriel, the gravel strata of 
which extends through the hills to Whit- 
tier. In vain has Covina protested the 
purity of her motives and of her re- 
duction plans. 


The recall against four of the Co- 


vina trustees was based ostensibly upon 
charges of extravagance and incompe- 
teney, chiefly meaning, it is understood, 
the complication over the proposed in- 
vestment of $15,000 in the Baldwin 
Park tract. 


However, there has been for years 


bitter warfare between two political 
factions in Covina. This came to a 
head a few days ago when four of the 
trustees voted to oust Robert Crenshaw, 
the city marshal. No reason was stated, 
but it is well known that church* leaders 
had demanded something be done to 
clean out the bootleggers and tough ele- 
ment. The better enforcement of the 
law was the duty of Crenshaw, they 
said. 


Crenshaw, who is popular, went out of 


office November 30, and the next morn- 
ing started recall movement against the 
four trustees who had voted to oust 
him. 
The petition, sufficiently signed, 


has been duly filed. 


SECOND PETITION 


The fifth trustee, George Maxfield, 


and tho city clerk, Dailey S. Stafford, 
sided with Crenshaw in the controversy, 
and now a second recall petition direct- 
ed against them, is in circulation. 


Both of the local Covina papers have 


announced their opposition to recalling 
the present board. The partisans of 
the board declare that the issue has 
been drawn between the wets and the 
drys, between the rowdy and the decent 
elements ,and that they will fight it out 
on that line. They say the ousting of 
the present board can mean nothing 
else than the reinstatement of Crenshaw 
as marshal, and the continuance of con- 
ditions which a vast majority of the 
citizens demand shall bo corrected. 
Crenshaw, however, will not admit that 
this is the issue, but that tho real ques- 
tion is the "incompetence and extra- 
vagenco of the board. 


Nor are tho neighboring communities 


of West Covina and Baldwin Park whol- 
ly free from factional differences in 
this emergency. Those who are opposed 


to incorporation of the two communities 
point to the fact that it would , mean 
increased taxes, inasmuch as the county 
would no longer care for their high- 
ways, and certain other expenses would 
inevitably attach to the conduct of a 
city of the sixth class. The issue with 
them is drawn as between tho danger of 
getting Covina 's sewage reduction plant 
in the neighborhood of one or the 
other, and the likelihood of higher tax- 
es.

The Moving Picture 


At its inception, the moving picture was an interesting nov- 


elty. In its advance it became the great entertainment of the 
people. 
Today it has developed into the most powerful indirect 


influence in the world. 


Much has been said of the power of the press, but the news- 


paper with the largest circulation is a mere mouse compared 
with the movie mammoth, and the "best seller" in the book 
world is by comparison something still smaller. Yet the moving 
picture is only in its infancy, and few realize the almost unlimit- 
ed possibilities of the screen, not.only for entertainment and in- 
structive purposes, but for the molding of individual and na- 
tional life. 


These possibilities may be considered as meeting the require- 


ments of three different purposes through the highest type of 
moving picture combines: 


First, there are its possibilities as a means of amusement and 


entertainment: secondly, its possibilities as a channel for dis- 
seminating useful knowledge; and lastly, its possibilities as a 
molder of individual and national thought and character.

of affording amusement and entertainment. Now amusement 
is not only not a crime, but it is a very essential factor in our 
modern life and development. 
"Who can dispute, for instance,

fills a real want in the lives of the people. Take all amusement 
away, and there will be discontent soon followed by the need 
of an increased police force. Those who are responsible for the 
conduct of the world Avar learned the effect of organized amuse- 
ment and entertainment upon the spirit and accomplishments 
of the soldiers at the front have given strong evidence on this

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are not of an order which appeals to refined taste, but we must 
recognize that the human family Avhen off duty needs the sooth- 
ing influence of amusement, and so long as the pictures are not 
harmful in their effects they are fulfilling a good purpose in 
making people forget their worries and troubles by .supplying 
amusement and entertainment to those who enjoy them. 


The possibilties of the moving picture as a means of acquiring 


knowledge, is just beginning to attract attention.

show, aided by the automobile, is doing much to make rural 
life as pleasant and attractive as city life. 
The common people

a vivid and lifelike screen presentation the vast world of 
activity outside their own community. 


In this connection it might not be out of place to draw at- 


tention to the mine of picture wealth to be found within the 
borders of the United States. Many cities are sending out films 
showing their industrial and municipal attractions, but the great 
national field has scarcely been touched. "Seeing is believing," 
and seeing the United States as'it might be seen through a care- 
fully prepared series of motion pictures would do much to make 
its citizens realize and be proud of our nationhood. 


One of the fundamental motive powers of human nature is 


the desire- to travel. The far countries of the earth are being 
lirouglit to the person of limited means by the motion picture 
camera, and 1he time is now here when the travel lecture through 
the medium of the motion picture has become nearly as interest- 
ing as a trip abroad. 


The possibilities of the moving picture as an influence in 


molding individual and national thoxight and character raises an 
important question which neither the state nor the good citizen 
can afford to ignore. The greatest power of the world is not 
found in fire, steam, electricity or high explosive. It is found 
in the compelling force of an idea. Ideas originate mainly in 
the imagination, as it is the faculty by which the person paints 
pictures for himself to look at. These impressions or pictures 
drive him on and on and lead him either upwards or downwards 
according to the censorship that is exercised over the movie 
film of his mind. They influence his conduct and soak into his 
character and dye it. They weaken or strengthen his will and 
corrupt or improve his daily life. They furnish mental occupa- 
tion when he is said to be doing nothing and their influence is 
more powerful than his conscious and volitional acts. The 
patriot is moved to fight for his country, or the martyr for his 
faith because of the idea burned into his mind by the potency 
of the images on the screen of his fancy.

TOLLY scrap-books for children who

and folded once through the center of 
the longest side, you have then four 
large pages for your book.

PROTECT THE YOTJNQ 


WALNUT TREES NOW 


In some parts of the walnut districts 


of Los Angeles county, the problem of 
bringing the young trees through to the 
bearing age is a very real one. One of 
the main difficulties is the danger of re- 
peated freezing back, which greatly de- 
lays the establishment of (he orchard 
and constitutes one of the vexations 
problems confronting the growers in 
some sections. The only safe procedure, 
according to recommendations from the 


agricultural extension service, is to pro- 
vide protection to the young trees and 
thus avoid all chance of frost injury. 


The most satisfactory method of frost 


protection which lias yet been called to 
their attention, the extension service 
men say, is to surround tho tr.ees with 
cornstalks or tules. Whore the trees 
are tall, the cornstalks are to be pre- 
givcn to tying the corn stalks tightly 
about the trunk of the tree from the 
surface of the ground clear up to the 
top.

A genial, lovable character known to 


all the pioneers of the Covina valley 
was removed by death yesterday in the 
person of James Corbett, blacksmith 
and wheelwright, who established him- 
self in Covina twenty-two years ago, 
and who plied his trade hero during all 
the days when this valley was being 
promoted and improved.

Yesterday afternoon he came in 
from his work, complaining of a pain 
in his cheat, a pain tfiat ho had spoken 
of a number of times during the past 
fow days. His wife l«ft the bedroom 
where he was lying down, to get a hot 
water bottle, and on returning found 
that he had passed away. Mr. and Mrs. 
Corbett had no children.

From A. C. G. Exchange 


Fruit growers throughout t'ho Saa 


Gabriel valley this week will find more, 
than ordinary interest in the announce- 
ment that the orange and 1 mon packing 
associations serving Glendora and vicin- 
ity have decided to sever affiliations 
with the A. C. G. Exchange, which for 
over twenty-five yeais has been the sell- 
ing organization for the major portion 
of the fruit grown in Glendora, Azusa, 
Lamanda Park, Irwindale, and a por- 
tion of the Covina territory. 


At a meeting this week the question 


of withdrawing from the A. C. G. was 
put to a stock vote of the Glendora Cit- 
rus Association, resulting in a vote of 
1100 in favor and 700 against. The 
same question considered by the Glen- 
dora Heights Orange and Lemon Asso- 
ciation resulted in a determination to 
withdraw, the exact vote not being giv- 
en out when requested by a representa- 
tive of the Argus. 


The Glendora Citrus Association is the 


largest packinghouse in the state, and 
the Glendora district, with its high-class 
foothill fruit, is considered one of the 
choicest citrus districts. It is under- 
stood that the unmerger question has. 
been debated and dliberated upon by 
the Glendora growers for many months, 
and has been approached with, every 
consideration concerning the future wel- 
fare and growth of that community. 
Banking interests and local desire to 
strengthen the community, as well as 
local questions of selling advantages 
figured strongly in the decision, it ia 
said by prominent growers.

control the Azusa Foothill Association, 
the Irwindale Citrus Association, the 
Hendricks house on Azusa avenue, Du- 
quesne house at Charter Oak, and the 
Lamanda Park Citrus Association.

Irwindale Growers in 


Stockholders' Meting 


"With a report to the stockholders by 


Secretary • C. E. Hutchison and other 
reports which are usually read at this 
season of the year, the annual meeting 
of the Irwindale Citrus Association was 
held on Saturday of last week at the 
association's packinghouse on Vincent 
street. 


Secretary Hutchison's summary, aa 


contained in the report, shows that the 
entire season of 1921-1922 was an abnor- 
mal one. Late in the Valencia season 
the district was visited by high winds, 
which resulted not only in a heavy drop 
of mature Valeneias, but the quality 
of the fruit was greatly impaired. Lat- 
er the excessive rains caused the fruit 
to become water-soaked and naturally 
resulted in more or Iss decay. Lastly 
came the deadly freeze in January, caus- 
ing the balance of the navel crop then 
on the trees to become a total loss. 


The association shipped during the 


fiscal year, which dates from August 3, 
1921, 54,716 packed boxes, or 137 cars 
of 400 boxes each. Shipments were all 
made prior to the freeze in January. 
These shipments comprised 45,240 pack- 
ed boxes of Valeneias and 9,476 packed 
boxes of navels. 


During the season the association pur- 


chased its own fumigating equipment at 
a cost of approximately $9000. In the 
fumigating period' 33,776 trees were 
fumigated by liquid gas and 28,884 
trees by the cyanofumer method. 


For the first time in years the direct- 


orate was elected by acclamation. The 
board: Thomas Foster, Charles H. Coff- 
inan, G. Dittbcrner, A. F. Coltrin, H. D. 
Meyer, Irven Beynolds, and G. AV. 
Aschenbrenner. The new board subse- 
quently organized with G. W. Aschen- 
brenner us president; C. H. Cort'nian, 
vice-president. 
G. W. Aschenbrenner 


and H. G. Meyer Ivill represent the as- 
sociation in the A. C. G. Exchange. 


The most important business trans- 


acted by the newly-elected board at its 
organization meeting was the selection 
of C. E. Hutchison as the new manager 
of the association. Mr. Hutchison lias 
served the association for several years 
as secretary and bookkeeper, and under 
the new arrangements he will hold the 
dual position as secretary-manager. The 
appoiiitiHOni, ir> n very popular oiu' with 
the members of the association, who in 
the months past have learned to respect 
Mr. Hutchison for the thoroughness of 
his work and the courtesy in all his 
business dealings with them.(

HE Christmas tree has long been 


regarded the symbol of Christ- 


mas. 
Many families, especially where 


there are . children, would feel that 
Christmas was incomplete without a 
tree decorated with thisel and candles. 
However, writes A. H. Pulver in the 
American Agriculturist, a new idea 
in regard to such trees seems to be 
creeping in, and that is the commu- 
nity Christmas tree, which is set up 
outdoors or in a public building where 
all people, both rich and poor can ad- 
mire and enjoy it, and it seerus that 
this tree more truly reflects the un- 
selfish spirit of Christmas. 


The movement had its beginning in 


New York city, but regardless of Its 
origin it is spreading rapidly, espe- 
cially to the small cities and towns, 
where it serves to bring all people 
together and to develop a community 
spirit. 
In one city 
the 
tree has 


become a fixed annual event, and each 
year a large Norway spruce sometimes 
50 feet high is brought to the public 
square where it is set up and dec 
orated with colored 
electric bulbs, 


flags and other ornaments. 
For a few 


days preceding Christmas the bulbs 
are lighted, causing light to shine from 
a hundred or more places, and on the 
day before Christmas a Santa Glaus 
with a pack of toys and candy, drives 
from home to home distributing joy 
to the children. 
On Christmas eve 


the 
children 
and 
parents 
gather 


around the tree and sing Christmas 
carols, winding up with our national 
anthem. Other towns vary the pro- 
gram somewhat, some of them having 
the tree in a public building where a 
Christmas party Is held and Santa 
Glaus gives out toys and candy to 
the children. 


It is possible for those who own 


woodlands or have woodlots contain- 
ing the right variety of trees to In- 
crease their income by thinning out a 
number of trees each year for the 
Christmas market. 
The removal of 


such trees is generally beneficial to 
the woodlot, as it allows those trees 
remaining a better chance for develop- 
ment. In replanting forests this fact 
might be kept In mind and 
young 


trees thinned out as they grow up. 
It is customary to plant about 1,200 
trees per acre, but when they mature 
there is only room for about 200 or 
300, which means that nearly two- 
thirds will be removed.

TASK OF SHOPPER 


Forethought Necessary in Select- 


ing Toys for Kiddies. 


Articles That Lead to Constructive 


Play .Urged by Primary 


School Teacher. 


OPHE nice art of toy selection, In 
•*• anticipation 
of 
the 
Christmas 


season, recently was discussed by a 
primary- teacher of the Indianapolis 
Normal school before a group of 
parents and teachers. 


The leading thought of the lectures 


was the need of choosing playthings 
that will lead the child to dramatic 
or constructive play qf its' own inveh 
tion, and conversely, the avoidance of 
playthings that are perfect or total, 
In the sense that they speak to the 
child's admiration only, and suggest 
to it nothing that means action or ef- 
fort on its own part. 


The toy shopper, as his task was 


treated by the teacher, has more to 
do than to collect at rando-i and 
take home in triumph a truck load of 
baubles. • 


"The thought used to be," she said, 


"that a child's play ought to be or- 
dered with a view to its preparation 
for its adult life. Girls, of old, were 
taught to sew, to make fine stitches, 
such as they could put to practical 
use when they grew up. Now we feel 
that the eye strain and the nervous 
focus required by such a task are un- 
desirable. 
And the tendency is to 


make play ' satisfying to , the child's 
wants in Its child life—to teach It to 
make itself at home and happy in the 
here and now—and to trust to that 
training to prepare It to care for it- 
self equally well in .the later stages 
of its experience." 


Blocks, tools, lumber, papers and 


pencils and crayons, cloth and the raw 
materials of every art and craft are 
the ideal stuff for the ideal play as it 
Is discerned In the light of the later 
studies of the child mind, as explained 
by the speaker. She illustrated point 
after point by actual toys and play 
materials. 


Dolls that will come up smiling 


after a head-foremost fall to the side- 
walk from the* upper flat are to be 
preferred, for several reasons, to the 
kind that crack at a fall of the tem- 
perature, the teacher believes, in 
common with many fond fathers. The 
doctrine that play is the work of 
childhood'the vocation of little people 
from which they will turn, a little 
later, to otlwr vocations, no more Im- 
portant In their day than 
the play 


seems In Us time, pervaded the dis- 
course, and gave to Its summing up a 
dignity and consequence that was not 
lost on the listeners.

Georgia are sending two drys to take 
the place of Senator Williams and the 
late Senator Watson, and in Nebraska 
the newly elected Senator Howell, a 
"dry," defeated Senator Hitchcock. 
In Pennsylvania the two dry senators, 
Pepper and Reed, who have been mem-

by 
appointment 
for

period, have both been elected and 
for the first time in years that state 
has a solid dry delegation in the upper 
house. In other states like Michigan, 
West Virginia and Washington, where 
there were changes, there will be no 
loss to the prohibitionists. 


Nowhere was the issue on wine and 


beer so clearly drawn 
as in Ohio, 


where an amendment to the constitu- 
tion was opposed, permitting 2.75 per 
cent beer and there this proposal was 
defeated by nearly 300,000—a vote so 
decisive as to leave no doubt as to the 
sentiment'in the President's state. The 
Illinois vote means nothing unless therQ 
was secured a majority of all the votes

cast for the proposal. The defeat of the 
prohibition amendment code in Massa- 
chusetts leaves the state without any 
state law, but this in no wise affects the 
enforcement of the federal law. 
The 


Wright enforcement act carried in Cali- 
fornia. 


Sentiment in the great states of the 


West, Middle West and South, which 
were dry long before national prohibi- 
tion became effective, shows no change. 
A few states in which large cities are 
found, like New York, New Jersey and 
Massachusetts, cannot swing the entire 
country on any phase of this question. 


The defeat of Congressman Volstead, 


though his successor is dry, is to be re- 
gretted because, as chairman of the 
House Committee on Judiciary, the va- 
cancy caused by his retirement goes by 
seniority rule to a man opposed to pro- 
hibition. 


The 68th Congress holds out no prom- 


ise of success to those *ho hope for 
modification of the enforcement law, 
yet, the victory of the campaign and a 
few successes gained here and there by 
"modifications" indicate clearly the 
necessity of renewed and sustained ef- 
forts oil the part of the prohibition 
forces.
